The principal features of the new 
fish law are thus summarized: 
It first makes it 
unlaw ful to catch 
any fish within 400 feet below any dam 
between A p ril 15 and Ju n e 15 of each 
and every year. 
It is also made 
unlawful to catch 
any kind of fish in 
the state 
beiween 
A p ril 15 and Aug. 1, 
except by hook 
and line. 
Th at is, these fish 
must not 
ba taken at any tim e by nets or seines. 
No fish of any kind 
may 
be taken by 
the use of nets between 
A p ril 
15 and 
Ju n e 1. 
These prohibitions do not ap­ 
ply to Lake M ichigan . 
It is provided, also, that 
t shall be 
unlaw ful also, at aoy time to span or 
stretch over in the waters of any in ­ 
land lake any trout line or any set 
of lines, or to have any 
pole or poles 
w ith hooks and lines attached, fasten­ 
ed or stuck in the 
bottom of such in ­ 
land lake.
